1. This memorandum is for information only. 


2, The activities of the office of Security during 
the week 23-27 August 1976 were highlighted by the fol- 
lowing items: 


a. Office representatives provided technical 
security support on 235 August 1976 in connection with 
the DCI's briefing of Senator Robert Dole. 


b. The Office of Inspector General has requested 
that the Office of General Counsel render an opinion con- 
cerning the legality of the release of names in investi- 
gative reports by the Office of Security to other U. S. 
Covernment agencies. During the week, members of the 
Nffice of Security met with a representative of the Office 
of General Counsel to discuss details concerning the 
methods and procedures used in the release of such informa- 


tion. 
c. On 24 August 1976, Office representatives 
briefed the new Chief, on residential and 
personal security in preparation tor his PCS departure 25X1A 


on 36 August. 


d. As part of the Agency's Safety and Health 
Program, five presentations concerning how to deal with 
assault and rape situations were given on 24, 25 and 26 
August in the auditorium. The average attendance at each 
25X9 presentation was BH cmployees.
